monia. . 
"1 do not believe that disease is at 
.all likely to be spread 
by 
kisses,** 
said the physician when seen. ” Ex ­ 
periments prove to me that all bac 
illi from human biengs 
must 
first 
[lass through some other 
animal 
or 
organism before becoming 
dangerous 
to a. human being. Microbes might 
pass from month to month a thou­ 
sand times without being dangerous. 
But let them fir.st pass through the 
body of some other animal and they 
will kill. 
" I have been engaged in a series 
of experiments regarding the microbe 
which is now generally 
believed to 
produce pneumonia. 
“ M y 
experiments 
have 
generally 
been with mice, and as a result of 
that I am convinced that the little 
house mouse, infesting 
almost every 
home, is the leading cause of pneu­ 
monia. 


"I have found that sputum from & 
Tiealthy man or woman w ill in three 
cases out of four kill a mouse inoc- 
culated with it. Following this m y 
tests show that the body and bloo(i 
of the dead mouse 
are 
full of m i­ 
crobes, which, in turn, w ill produce 
pneumonia in a healthy human being. 
“ It is hard to speak on ,this sub- 
.ieet without becoming technical, but 
1 can say that the microbe causffig 
pneumonia 
is 
very 
polymorphou«i, 
and a similar microbe is found In tl 
mouths of all healthy individuals, 
acquire virulence I have found that 
these 
microbes 
must 
first 
pas» 
through Ihe body 
of 
a susceptible 
tinimal, and of all animals the mouse 
appears to be the most susceptible. 
"A s these microbes are 
found In 
the mouths 
of 
all 
individuals it 
would appear at first as if kissing 
wau'e fraught with danger. 
If 
thisi 
were true, M ay and June, which are 
usually the months for the most love 
making and the greatest number of 
marriages, would record the greatest 
number of cases of pneumonia. 
"On the contrary, we find pneumo* 
ni.a most prevalent in December. Feb­ 
ruary and March. W e do not find any 
evidence that pneumonia is usually 
prevalent 
in 
affectionate 
families, 
where much kissing is don^, but we 
(To find it nrevalent among w'eak In­ 
dividuals. 
"The young mouse wanders about 
the living I’oems in the house look­ 
ing for food. Thev easily get inoccu* 
lateci with 
human 
sputum, and its 
effect is deadly, as proved by m y ex­ 
periments. After their death their de­ 
composing 
bodies ‘ spread 
virulent 
microbes, which m ay 
cauise 
disease 
hy either inlialation or inocculation. 
"Rats are not particularly suscep­ 
tible to the microbe, and wffiere they 
may spread other diseases they do 
not spread pneumonia.

K MEMO W 
SPEECH 


Anniversary 
of 
One Delivered By 
Late Jefferson Davis, 


Washington, Jan. 21.—Today is the 
anniversary of one of the most mem­ 
orable speeches ever delivered in the 
rnited States senate, and that fact 
is recalled by many aged men of 
Washington who lived in the national 
capital during those troubled times. 
It was on .January 21. 1861, that Jef­ 
ferson Davis, who later led the lost 
cause to defeat, arose in his place in 
the senate chamber and solemnly an- 
1 ounced the secession of his state, 
Mississippi, from the Union, and his 
withdraw'al from the senate. 
Those who heard the momentous 
address of .Jefferson 
Davis 
declare 
that it was a miisterpiece of oratory, 
not vindictive, but abounding in ex­ 
pressions of love for his former col­ 
leagues and associations. 
It brought 
icars to the eyes of many senators,
